Britain And Belgium Bid 


For International Bank 


Baden Baden, Germany—W3—Two 


of the seven countries participating 
in the conference on the bank for in- 
ternational settlements have thrown 
their hats into the ring for bringing 
the bank to their respective capitals. 
They are Great Britain and Belgium. 
.Philip Snowden, British chancellor 


of the exchequer, announced at the 
recent Hague conference 
that the 


British government sought to nave 
the bank at London and the British 
delegation here is understood to have 
supported this view in private con- 
versations. 


Efforts, to bring the bank to Brus- 


sels also are being- made but in view 
of objections against 
placing the 


bank in any creditor 
country the 


chances for either Brussels or Lon- 
don seems somewhat doubtful. Switz- 
erland and Holland, as neutral coun- 
tries, appear more likely candidates. 


Yesterday's arrival of Ivan Ruuth, 


director of the Swedish State bank, 
started rumors that he was bidding 
for Stockholm, but he has denied 
this. 


So far as can be 
determined th 


smaller European countries conslde 
the bank a good thing to fight for .a 
they regard it as a sort of peace in 
suranee and a guarantor for the sta 
billty of their currency. At the sam 
tune they will want certain guaran 
tees that the bank will not domlnat 
the economic affairs of their country 
The question of taxation exemption 
will also strongly influence the decl 
sion regarding the bank's domicile. 


It is understood that tho German 


delegation hopes Berlin will not b 
suggested in case of a deadlock fo; 
although favoring the widest possible 
activities for the new bank they 
not believe it should be domiciled in 
Germany fearing that German pub 
lie opinion would regard the bank as 
a foreign control measure perpetual 
ing supervision of her economic at 
fairs. 


However, It is stated that no coun 


try as yet has officially invited th< 
conference 
to establish tho bank 


within its confines.

NEW KIND OF DIPLOMACY 
An 
official 
statement says that 


Prime Minister MacDonald and Presi- 
dent Hoover during their week-end 
conference made "satisfactory prog- 
ress" in considering "all" questions 
that might cause friction between the 
peoples of Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. Some newspapers have ap- 
peared with headlines to the effect that 
they are in complete accord and that a 
final agreement touching disarmament 
has been reached. This announcement 
is. premature to say the least. The most 
that may be inferred is that England's 
formal call for a five-power conference 
tojK held in January reflects an undcr- 
sta/iding as to the essentials touching 
disarmament. 


It mayv be that the basis of the An- 


glo-American agreement will not be 
made public until the five-power con- 
ference assembles. On the other hand, 
the details of the negotiations may be 
given out at any time. It will depend 
upon the character of the agreement 
and the effect that complete publicity 
might have upon Prance, Italy 
and 


Japan. So far as the United States is 
concerned, we venture to • say that 
practically everyone in^this country ex- 
pects perfect accord with Great Britain 
as a result of the Hoover-MacDonald 
meeting. 


The coming of the British prime 


minister to Washington to discuss first 
hand with* the president.questions of 
vital concern to both "nations witjl go 
down as one.of the great events of the 
kind in-liis,tory. In fact, it is, a prec- 
edent'feb'far "as the relations'of Eng- 
land and the United States are , con- 
cerned, for it is the first time the head 
of the British government has come to 
the United States while in office. Pres- 
ident Wilson visited England but not 
upon so specific a mission. It was Wil- 
son who used to say that it is impos- 
sible to hate a man once you know 
him personally. By the same {oken, it 
is generally possible to reach an un- 
derstanding over difficult problems by 
thrashing them out face to face. 


The foremost diplomatic achieve- 


ments since the war have come about 
in exactly this .manner. The League of 
Nations has at least taught the world 
the advantage of statesmen assembling 
about a conference table with the cards 
on the table and openly and frankly 
considering issues of government. This 
kind of diplomacy is rapidly becoming 
the universal rule. It has given us the 
Locarno treaties, the Dawes reparation 
settlement, the Young 
reparations 


agreement, the Kejlogg treaties, the 
Geneva conference, the Washington 
arms .treaty, and many other similar 
pacts. It is the hope of the world for 
peace, security and advancement. Mac- 
Donald and Hoover are certain to suc- 
ceed because both have the same high 
purposes in mind and each is willing to 
make all reasonable concessions to at- 
tain that objective.

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WHY PRISONERS REVOLT 
There have been too jnany prison re- 


volts in this country lately. When such 
revolts occur as the terrible outbreak 
in Colorado state prison, they must be 
suppressed, and the offenders—those 
left alive—must be punished. But that 
is not the end of' the matter. The real 
question is- not how revolts shall be 
suppressed and punished, but why 
prisoners revolt, and how to prevent it. 
It is not natural even for hardened 
malefactors to behave so inhumanely 
as prisoners have done in several of 
our state and federal prisons within a 
•few months. It may be said, with truth, 
that conditions in these prisons arc no 
worse than they used to be—that in 
"fact, they arc soircwhat better.

TWO REPORTS 


It is interesting to read two special 


reports of the arguments held last 
week before Special Master Charles 
Evans Hughes, appointed by the su- 
preme court of the United States to 
take evidence and make findings in the 
lake levels litigation. 


One of these articles appeared in the 


Chicago Tribune. It devoted itself to 
the argument of Mr. Beebe, chief coun- 
sel for the drainage district, in which 
he characterized the demand of Wis- 
consin and other states that Chicago 
complete its sewerage treatment pro- 
gram within five years "as inhuman 
and monstrous." The article painted a 
pretty picture for Chicago readers of 
the "utter callousness" of the demands 
of the states whose legal rights have 
already been found by the courts to 
have been flagrantly outraged. 
The 


people of Chicago must be kept in- 
formed of the fact that surrounding 
states are really trying to poison them 
with their own sewerage. It seems, so 
the special article in the Tribune stat- 
ed, that Mr. Beebe's excoriation of 
Wisconsin and other states .became ex- 
treme, so much so that one of the at- 
torneys^ representing the other states 
"who had been fidgeting under the 
charges," as though burned up by their 
truthfulness, finally jumped to his feet 
to repudiate them when they came to 
the point of charging the various gov- 
ernments of these states, through their 
attorneys, of not representing the true 
sentiment of the states "in'the attempt 
to endanger and imperil the health of 
four millions of the people of the san- 
itary district" of Chicago. The article 
in the Tribune ended the controversy 
witb the sta'tes well squelched, i 


Now let us take' up a special report 


of the same proceedings in the Mil- 
waukee Journal, giving as it did what 
transpired as above but adding some- 
thing which the Tribune special writer 
did not include, or at least that the 
Tribune did not print. The Journal ar- 
ticle said: "Special^ Master 
Hughes 


cautioned Mr. Beebe tfcat he could not 
attack the opposing counsel in that 
fashion and Beebe stuttered a 
half- 


apology, declaring he had not intended 
his statement as it sounded. He read 
his address from-a prepared manu- 
script however." Of course these little 
flares-up in trials have nothing to do 
with the outcome. A one-sided report 
generally however paints the picture in 
a one-sided manner whereas a_fair 
report merely tells exactly what hap- 
pened. The Tribune would have the 
various states at this hearing cringing 
under a denunciation of their alleged 
wrongful position. 
The fair 
report 


showed the special master excluding 
the attacks as unjustifiable. Must the 
propagandist Tribune always feed raw 
meat to the wild animals?" 


But'what of the matter at issue? 


Chicago has been taking a lot of water 
that does not belong to it because it 
has been backward in building sewer- 
age disposal plants. Surrounding states 
have been willing to be lenient towards 
it. They have said in effect that Chi- 
cago may have some five years to build 
its plants knowing that if given five it 
would probably take ten. Chicago's 
answer is that it wants fifteen years, 
believing, that if given that length of 
time it can stretch it out to twenty- 
five. And although these states have 
been willing to let Chicago take a 
number of years usage of water, to 
which it is not entitled, yet that city 
denounces the privilege as an attempt 
to "endanger and imperil the health of 
four millions of its people." Is the sit- 
uation any different than he who says 
to one who has wrongfully taken his 
property, "I will give you five years to 
repay it," only to meet with a denun- 
ciation for his leniency? The question 
involved is not whether others would 
endanger and imperil the health of 
Chicago but whether Chicago should 
be permitted to use the property of 
others rather than act • in a perfectly 
sound and legal way to clean its own 
backyard.

on De Koyen street,'gear the .corner of Jefferson;

the leading business houses. 


Fanned by a gale", the flre raged uncontrolled 


for two days and nights, sweolng over 2,100

estimated at $200.000,000. Of this vast sum, about 
half was covered by insurance, but under the tre- 
mendous losses many of the insurance compan- 
ies wfcre forced to the wall, and the victims of 
the conflagration recovered only about one-fifth 
of their aggregate losses.

MEDICINE MAX CONJURES 


WITH 


Quoting a famous medical teacher: 
"It is quite conceivable that alco- 


hol acts as a stimulant upon other 
functions of .which, as yet, we know 
very little, as, for example, the abil- 
ity of the body to resist Infection. I 
am sorry that this divergence ex- 
ists. Scientifically, alcohol does act 
as a depressant. Practically, physi- 
cians university find- that it exercises 
an influence which according to our 
present method of description is Cal- 
led •stimulation.'" 


The author of the paragraph quot- 


ed is a distinguished teacher of ther- 
apeutics, which is the study of tho 
action of remedies on the body, and 
he is recognized as an authority in. 
his field. It is only lair to say that 
the passage is quoted from a" person- 
al communication"" from tho author in 
which he endeavors to explain why 
a remedy whose dominant influence 
is depressant (to heart action, cere- 
bral function and nerve control) 
should be given in shock, heart fait- 
ure, fainting or snakebite. It Is fair 
to mention also that the interesting 
bit of logic was written when' the 
eleventh edition of the author's text* 
book of therapeutics was published.

"lower resistance" and so makes one 
more susceptible to some particular 
disease or to any infection that hap- 
pens along, should ponder the logic 
in the professor's intriguing explan- 
ation.

In the four grave, conditions men- 


tioned, namely, shock, heart failure, 
fainting and, snakebite, depression is 
tho feature we seek to combat with 
treatment, certainly we are not con 
cerned, in such emergency, about 
"resistance." Any remedial measures 
•w* apply, whether medicines or oth* 
or therepeutic agents, are for the Im- 
mediate purpose of arousing the flag- 
ging heart, restoring the circulation, 
and stirring up or preserving con- 
sciousness and nerve control. 


If by "resistance"K the professor 


meant what scientific men recognize 
as Immunity, then his wits must 
have been wool gathering when he 
dragged the faithful old hoodoo in- 
to the question of the treatment of 
fainting, shock, heart failure and 
snakebite, for of course there is no 
relation between these emergencies 
and infection. If the professor used 
the term in a general sence, meaning 
the capacity 
to endure, vitality, 


strength courage, confidence pati 
ence, and all that, then he has an 
argument, tho it is only a short one 
and it affords no consolation to the 
chap who contemplates having a 
snakebite or a slight accident and 
n state of shock; for while a stiff 
bhot of whisky taken in advance 
pives a person "Dutch .courage," 
by benumbing higher reason and 
caution, tho bravado so acquired is 
short lived and fades lu a few min 
utcs, letting the victim down badly. 
Then ho has not only the depression 
of alcohol to contend with, but the 
depression of his shock or snakebite 
too. That's why all good authorities 
tofiay warn against giving alcohol In 
any form in real snakebite, shock, 
fainting or heart failure. Sometimes 
the narcotic effect of alcohol is dc 
siraHo in the treatment of disease: 
fomdlmes the fuel \aluc of alcohol 
tides over a crisis where ordinary 
food cannot bo assimilated. At that, 
tho professor's defense of alcohol 
as a "stimulant" is a? logical as any 
argur.-icnt offered today.

A strong solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate (bichlo- 
ride of mercury) is also useful, but is 
very poisonous and must noUbe kept 
about the house. Take care to avoid 
open fire, flame or striking matches 
In the room where gasoline or ker- 
osene is used. Repeat the application 
in a week or 10 days lo catch any 
bugs that may hatch meanwhile. Fill 
or seal all cracks with plaster or oth 
er compounds wherp the bugs are 
harbored in such hideouts. Fumiga- 
tion of the infested apartment is one 
of the best ways to eradicate bed- 
bugs, but this is not safe unless in 
the hands of a professional.

"Uncle Sain, \ve esteem you very

Short, fat, "chuffy" sows are often 


just as poor mothers as the extreme^ 
ly lanky ones. They produce even 
'smaller litters, than do the extremes 
in the other direction. 
Many of the 


worst ones, in this respect, fail to 
reproduce at all. As milkers they are 
among the worst. 
and their pigs, 


when they do farrow, are too often 
weak and "puny," finds Fargo. 


Above all else, Fargo feels that a 


brood sow needs to be $t medium to 
large size and display an active dis- 
position. Lazy sows of the more or 
less sluggish type are not usually as 
good brood sows as are the more ac- 
tive ones, he finds. 


After having selected his potential 


brood sow supply, Fargo feels that 
young sows, not on pasture, should 
get a half pound 
of tankage, or a 


half pound of a mixture of oil meal 
and tankage a day.,-When on good 
pasture they need 
not only about 


half as much tankage and oil meal 
as a supplement to their 
regular 
grain ration. 


While sows mignt well display a 


lot of refinement and quality in addi- 
tion to a goodly amount of stretch, 
Fargo appreciates a lot of rugged- 
ness and flash in a boar. He de- 
mands qualify in a boar, but does 
not desire it in as refined a. form -3 
would be expected in a sow.

Fall Athletic Events and For- 


eign Business Expected to 
Push Sales

New York — Opening: of the foot- 


ball season Saturday and the start 
of the •'•world series baseball games 
Tuesday are factors that the radio 
industry is counting on today to 
start it on its biggest selling period 
of the yearfc 
Leaders in the industry expect a 


larger .volume of sales and better 
profits than in 1928. The industry 
hopes, but scarcely expects to reach 


31. The department of commerce. 
always conservative, does not expect 
that volume of business in radio 
equipment. 


While there Is no doubt that the 


fall sporting events will exert a fa- 
vorable in fluence on sales of new 
sets, replacements and parts, the in' 
dustry is not depending on such 
favors. It is said that the radio 
business has now reached a point of 
stability where a certain volume of 
business, can be counted on .irre- 
spective of public Interest In special 
events. Last year the presidential 
campaign and election was a domi- 
nating influence but this year there 
was nothing to spu- demand Jn 
such a way. 


SALES NOT EXHAUSTED 


Leaders in the industry also say 


that it no longer is necessary for 
them to spring new models or un- 
usual "gadgets" to spur -sales every 
time there is a falling off in demand. 
At all events, there is nothing essen- 
tially new in sight as a sales pro- 
ducer. The screen grid tube Is still 
the 1929 talking point. Last year it 
was the all-electric "plug in" sets, 
electric tubes and electro-dynamic 
loud speakers. 


Much was expected by some radio 


engineers from 
"remote control" 


equipment but so far most of them 
feel thot it would be wise to soft 
pedal this possibility until it is better 
developed. Such equipment would 
enable the operator of a receiving 
set to start, tune In and stop the set 
fiom distant parts of the house.

federal .government can give anyone 
permission 'to develop power in the 
reservation. 


"The treaty of 1852 sets us as an 


Independent nation and we'are mas- 
ters of our destinies eo far as de- 
velopment of water power is con- 
cerned." -he said. "The federal gov- 
ernment- cannot give away our wa- 
ter rights because the federal gov- 
ernment-does not own it. The water 
power is- the property of tho Indians 
and if tfie Indians do not chose to 
permit, its development by an cut- 
side agency the government .cannot 
grant this permission."
